A Co-operative Colony. 


Fourteen years ago n surveyorin Mexico 
came across Topolnbampo Bay, an excellent 
roadstead near the mouth of the Gulf of Cal- 
ifornia, on the Pacific Coast. He found it to 
be the only safe harbor between Guaymas 
and Mazatlan, both poor roadsteads, and saw 
at once the rare advantages it offered to labor 
and capital, if they could be coaxed in that 
direction, * 

Less than two years ago he set about secar- 
ing the land adjacent to the bay, with the 
Intention of founding a co-operative city in 
the State of Sinaloa, Mexico, and of attract- 
lug thither those of like alms and views, En- 
listing tho zeal of a Now Jersey couple in be- 
half of the project, the Credit Foncler of 
Sinaloa” was launched on tho pnblic, and 
the soelallstie colony loomed upon the w. 
orn horizon as a possibility, 

Daring the last elghteen mohths a small 


paper ited to exploiting the project has 
been phblished. Both the editors have writ- 
ten socialistic and reformatory topica, 


and one of them has given to the public,from 
personal observation, detalled accounts of 
Godin's Industrial Palace, at Guise, France 
Through this and other means, nearly 
5,000 persons have subscribed, or are repre- 
sented througti the subscriptions of the heads 
of familles, to the Credit Foncier of Sinaloa, 
They have taxon up about one-fifth the capl- 
tal stock, of $1,000,000, in shares of $10.00, 
onch.

Com- 
plete isolation will enable them to work out 
their problem unhindered by competition; it 
will also antail hardships and trials. That 
portion of Mexico has but little rain, and is 
without irrigation, arid and desert-llke 
Water for all purposes must be brought fr 
plpes, thirty miles or more, from the Fuerte 
river. Members of the association are from 
many sections, carrying with them varied 
tastes and habita. Few or none have had ex- 
perience with similar conditions, and they 
must establish thelr lines upon a new basis. 
Under the stress of anforeseen exigencies. 
the jar and strain of individaalities will be 
greater than in older communities. In 
adapting means to ends experiments must be 
made that may prove disastrous and Involve 
waste and friction. 7 

Still, thorefeyomething both pathetic and 
inspiring in the dream of a better social 
state,—s dream\which must sooner or later 
be realized, It is the pathos of high hopes, 
of brilliant promise and of disheartening 
fallurea; the inspiration of that inexhauuti- 
in a simple, loyal, happy idyllic 
ere ae ness and greed shall be re- 
ced totheir midimam. The great purpose 
t human culture. which can only be ob- 
tal neck through establishing lite on a basis 
ot wisdom and fraternity, Uke a magnet 
attracts the great and tender heart wherever 
found. Whether Sinaloa will farther. this 
end, or whether It will go down like so many 
other beautifal and untimely visions of what 
ought to have been and one day may be, all 
will unite jn wishing that the highest hopes 
of Its friends may prove prophetic. At the 
same time experience teaches that tho restless 
and adventurous should proceed with due 
caution, before embarking In the very doubt- 
ful future of co-operative life in Mexico. 
Lack of wisdom would involve in terrible 
ruin hundreds and thousands of tho confid- 
ing and Innocent.

It had a varied exist- 
ence, not unlike that of most reformatory 
Journals, While in the West It was the organ 
of F. E. Abbot, and when rescued by the tras- 
tees from threatened financial wreck, and at 
length removed to Boston, it became the me- 
dium for the best thinkers of the vanguard 
of Free Religionlets, B. F. Underwood be- 
came associate editor in 1881, with Wm.

Potter. It was a unlon by difference, yet as 
Mr. Potter says, although “ of somewhat dif- 
“ferent types-of thdught, they have been 
“able to do their éditorial work together In 
“ entire amity.” 

Mr. Underwood has contributed able edi- 
torlals and articles to every number, and has 
shown himself quite equal to the require- 

ments of Boston calture. At the same time 
iis intimate friends Intuitively felt that he 
was hampered and restrained, and they ro- 
jolce that be now has the opportunity in the 
great motropolls of the West, to make a Jour- 
nal equal to his ideal. The course of the 
Index was always dignified. It made the 
scholarly study of principles its leading alm 
and, It criticism were allowable, It might be 
said the paper was too solld, and cold, for 
public acceptance. It is sad, now it has 
reached the ord of ita career, that it should 
disappear in the murk of passionate discus- 
sion. In its final number Mr. Abbot indulg- 
ed In a twelve column protest of most tedi- 
ous reading, which will make his friends re- 
grot that the author could not havabeen re- 
strained from slandering bis good fame by 
the writing. To this Mr. Potter was com- 
pelled to reply. He did so with the relact- 
ance and pain an Intimate friend feels for 
one who has by word and action brought on 
a great antagonism. Sincerely, °!*passion- 
ately he applies the caustic and sealzot, ana 
when he closes, the admirers of Mr. Abbot— 
and they aro many— {ne more regret that he 
forced tha subject befére the public. It is a 
bad ending of a great project, for if the Free 
Religioni»: cannot support a paper so ably 
and foultlessly edited, what hope can any 
other free thought journal have of a sustain- 
ed + xistence? 5 

Yet wo must not measure the value of the 
services of a paper by its list of subscribers, 
ncr Ita length of ‘life. å journal is publish- 
ed to carry forward a certain reform, or ex- 
tend a certain line of thought. It fnishes 
its wotk. Its usefulness comes to an end. 
It is foolish to mourn the inevitable, and we 
are comforted dy the assurance that there is 
no hiatus, no backward movement; that new 
journals will commence when tue slt come 
to their end, and carry forward the mgis of 
the best and most exalted thought.. 

The Index failed because it brought not to 
the great questions of religion and morality, 
the refining solvent of Spiritualism. Relig- 
lon, however freo, becomes a saplesa trunk 
when cut from its fundamental support in 
tho degrest hopes and highest aspir ee. 
the. human soul, the blessed assuranes of Im- 
mortal life. Agnostlelsm, with its constant- 
ly repeated assertion that it does not know, 
has not the assurance to that the mys- 
tic realm of the hereafter not be known, 
will not be known even batore the day ends. 
The hope of this may be an Intangible ghost 
in the shadow of its pride, but that poor 
ghost is ita only life, and ita alngle hold on 
tho [arts of men. 

The Index will come to its readers no 
more, but it has sown wide the good seed, 
and, trained an army of thinkers. It has 
done ploneer work, and made the labor of 


those who — less difficult.
